This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as .he 
average annual profit for the three years before 
the war, making it appear that the war profil vva 
SI 21. 000.000 greater than the pre-war profit. 

This compares a three-year profit with a one- 
year profit a manifestly unfair method of com- 
parison. It is not only misleading, but the Feder- 
al Trade Commission apparently ha.- made a 
mistake in the figures themselves

The aggregate three-year profit of $140,000,000 
was earned on sales of over four and a half bil- 
lion dollars. It means about three cents on each 
dollar of sales-or a mere fraction of a cent per 
pound of product 

Packers' profits are a negligible factor in pi let - 
of live stock and meats. No other large business 

ia conducted upon such small margins of profit

Furthermore- and this is very important only a 
small portion of this profit has been paid in di\ !■ 
denda The balance has been put back into th< 
businesses. It had to be, as you realize when you 
consider the problems the packet's have had to 
solve- and solve quickly during these war years. 

To conduct this business in war times, with high- 
er costs and the necessity of paying two or three 
limes the former prices for live stock, has requir- 
ed the use of two or three times the ordii . 
amount of working capital. The additional pro-
